2, The Council will be an advisory body and will have 
the following functions :— 

(1) To consider development programme in the Cen¬ 
tral and State Sector in respect of Jute, Mesta and 
other fibre crops (excluding Cotton) thereof from 
time to time, and recommend measures for increas¬ 
ing the production of jute and mesta; 

(ii) To consider problems relating to the production 
and marketing of jute and remunerative prices to 
jUte growers and advise Government in these 
matters; 

(iii) To consider demands for different varieties of jute 
in the domestic as well as export markets and 
advise Govt, about necessary arrangements for 
meeting the said demands through suitable develop¬ 
ment programme accordingly; 

(iv) To consider the special needs of small and margi¬ 
nal farmers in respect of jute and mesta production 
and suggest suitable measures for meeting the 
same; 

(v) To facilitate coordination between Research and 
Development Programmes relating to jute and 
mesta to adv'se about the needs for improvement 
in the quality and productivity of jute and mesta; 

and 


(vi) To advise Government on such other connected 
matlers as may be considered necessary from time 
to time. 

3. The Council w 11 have the powers to set up Standing 
Committees, Technical Comm, flees and Ad-hoc Committee 
to lock into specific issues and to coopt members such as 
representatives of Agricultural Universities and other special 
interests as and when necessary, for specific purposes. 

4. The Council will meet periodically in areas in which 
jute is grown and at important centres of trade and industry 
and will make recommendations to the Government of 
India. 

5. The Cotmcil will continue to function un'il T h 
abolshed by Resolution of the Government, The term of 
the Chairman and other non-offle al members of the Coun¬ 
cil would be three years from the date they are nominated 
on the Council unless this period is curtailed or extended 
by a specific order of the Govt, of India, 

6. Those members of the Council who arc nominated 
from among Members of the Parliament will cease to be 
the Members of the Council as soon as they cease to be 
Members of Parliament. 

7. Members of Parliament serving on Government 
bodies like Committees, Councils etc, are entitled 
to get TA/DA for attending the meetings of those 
bodies in accordance with the provisions of the Salary. 
Allowances & Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 
as amended from time to time and the rules made there¬ 
under, 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated 
to all State Governments, Administrations of Union Territo¬ 
ries and Ministries of the Government of India, Planning 
Commission, Cabinet Secretariat, Prime Minister’s Office, 
T.ok Sabha and Rajya Sabha Secretariat. 


Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India for general information.
